Gov. Durbin Goes 
to the Residence. 

Shortly before this a string of carriages 
containing Gov. Durbin and other officials 
of the state had started by another route 
and numerous other uniformed bodies had 
gone, were going and preparing to go to 
the place of rendezvous in front of the Har- 
rison residence. The streets in every direc- 
tion were full of marching bodies and the 
crash of bands was heard almost in every 
Street that afforded access to Delaware 
Street. The parade proper was formed after 
the arrival at the Harrison home and de- 
Spite the fact that all the preliminary ar- 
rangements had been most carefully made, 
there was some confusion and delay before 
everything was in readiness for the return 
march to the capitol. 

A committee composed of Gen. Lew Wal- 
lace, representing the army; Admiral 
George Brown, the navy, and Judge John 
H. Baker of the United States Court. the 
civil power of the state, was delegated to 
take charge of the body from the time it 
left the house until it was returned there 
late tonight. 


Brief Ceremonies 

at the House. 

Inside the house the ceremonies were very 
brief. Gen. Wallace and his fellow-com- 
mitteemen announced that they had come 
to assume their charge, and the casket con- 
taining the remains was turned over to 


them. It was at once lifted by 12 soldiers 
and carried through the door to the hearse. 
As the casket appeared, covered with the 
national colors, which had been presented 
for the occasion by the members of the 
Loyal Legion of the state of Indiana, the 
soldiers presented arms, the civilian bodies 
uncovered, as did the thousands of spec- 
tators who filled the streets in every direc- 
tion. There was not a sound as the body 
was placed in the hearse, with the exception 
of the muffied roll of the drums. 

As soon as the members of the escort 
committee had reached their carriages, the 
order for the return march was given ard 
headed by the State Guard marching with 
reversed arms and in slow time to the 
music of the dirge played by the band, 
the parade moved slowly away. At the head 
of the column rode Brigadier-General Mc- 
Kee and his staff, commanding the first di-

DEPOSITIONS TAKEN HERE 


SEEKS TO PROVE THAT HER HUS- 
BAND MET ACCIDENTAL DEATH. 


Witnesses Have Been Summoned to 
Appear Before United States Com- 
missioner Gray and Aid in 
Unraveling the Mystery. 


Martin P. Donohue of the Hargadine, Me- 
Kittrick Dry Goods Co. and Charles HI. 
Smith of the Beck & Corbett Iron Co. are 
giving testimony Saturday afternoon be- 
| fore United States Commissioner Gray in 
the case of Amanda Daly against the Aetna 
Life Insurance and the Travelers in- 
Surance Co, 

Francis Tracy Tobin of Philadelphi, who 
is a candidate for governor of New Mexico, 
represents the plaintiff. 

Mrs. Daly’s suit is to recover $10,000 from 
each company because of the death of her 
husband. It is alleged that William H. 
Daly of Philadelphia, a traveling repre- 
sentative of Thomas Potters’ Sons’, Phila- 
delphia and New York, met death by acci- 
dent in the Hotel Henry at Pittsburg in 
January, 1900. 

Daly arrived in Pittsburg on Jan. 25. Four 
days later he was dead. According to the 
statement made by Mr. Tobin to the Post- 
Dispatch, the first intimation that 
Daly had that her husband was sick was 
on the day of his death. She started 
Pittsburg, but received word that her h 
band was dead, and & member of the firm 
With which he was connected had ordered 
the body embalmed and it was shipped to 
Philadelphia for burial. 

e facts regarding Mr. Daly's death, as 

furnished to Mrs. Daly at the time, was 
that he had been seized with illness in 
Pittsburg and had been sent to the West 
Pennsylvania Hospital, where he had died 
of uremic poisoning. The death certificate, 
it is said, was issued by Dr. Ralston, who 
was the house physician for the Hotel 
Henry. 
_ On the day of the funeral in Philadelphia 
it Was noticed that there was a bruise on 
the head of the deceased. This led to an 
examirration. It was seen that there were 
many bruises, and it was suspected that 
something had been concealed. 

Mr. Tovin, Mr. Daly’s counsel, was asked 
to take charge of the case. He went to 
Pittsburg and inauired of the coroner. The 
coroner, A. J. McGarry, had held no in- 
quest. When asked to order one he com- 
plied. The body was disinterred. A post- 
mortem examination was held. The verdict 
was that Daly had not died from uremic

ANOTHER CONSOLIDATION JOB. 


184, known as 
Senator Martin uncovered the legislative job 
of this session of the State Legislature. 

Senator Martin brought out that this bill, which purported 
to be an unimportant measure, designed to effect transpor- 
tgtion arrangements for the benefit of the city of St. Joseph, 
fe tn reality a most measure designed greatly to 
expand the powers and privileges of street railway corpora- 
tions in all the cities of the State. 

The meat of the bill appears*in specific amendments of the 
law passed two years ago permitting the consolidation of 
etreet railways in St. Louis. These amendments limit the trans- 
fer system to lines within the cities and permit the street 
railways to engare in the general business of supplying elec- 
tric light, heat and power and of maintaining parks, resorts 
and amusement places. 

In the Senate. as in the

along the front of the building. Though 
the criminals had rope ample to lower 
them to the ground, they dared not risk 
a meeting with the militiamen and cowed 
from the accomplishment of their purpose, 
they huddled down together in the great 
drain trough along the edge of the roof 
just behind the abutting wall and lay there 
shivering, some without shoes, others only 
in their underclothing, till they were dis- 
covered by Deputy Warden Bowers in the 
morning and marched down to dark dun- 
geons below. 

The cell from which the attempt was 
made is the only portion of the penitenti- 
ary which was not destroyed in the fire 
of two weeks ago. It is unfitted with cells 
or any prison equipment, having never _be- 
fore been used. The men, 285 in number, 
are herded there in a bunch at night and 
sleep on improvised wooden bunks. These 
aro ranged along the wall, in which is 
the mouth of the ventilator and screened 
the men in their work, which they have 
been carrving on at night ever since the 
‘fire, and intended to culminate last night.
